Third Annual Convention of Southern 
C o t t o n ^ s s o c n t ion Meets. 
Birmingham, Jan. 17.—T he third an­ 
nual convention of the Southern Cot­ 
ton association began here Thursday 
morning with a large attendance pres­ 
ent, every one of the eleven cotton 
states being well represented. 
After 
an invocaiion by Rev. Vaughan of La­ 
grange, Ga., President H arvie Jordan 
presented Mayor George It. Ward, who 
welcomed the convention on behalf of 
the city of Birmingham. 
W. H. Seymour. M ontgomery, presi­ 
dent of the Alabama division, followed 
In an address of w elcom e on behalf of 
his division, saying the question which 
the association had to deal with was 
not the production of cotton so much 
as marketing. 
He regarded the pres­ 
ent convention as the m ost important 
one ever held in Alabama, because it 
had to do with the south's greatest 
product. 
“Our cause is a Just cause, 
continued Mr. Seym our. 
"It is as holy 
aa any cause, for the reason it looks 
to the welfare of our people. 
It is 
right and we must win.' 
M. I,. Johnson of Georgia, president 
of the Georgia division, responded to 
the welcom e addresses.
